Teacher named best in country 


A STOCKLAND primary school teacher has been named 
the best in the country at the annual “teaching oscars”. 

Caroline Ainsworth won big at the Pearson Teaching 
Awards as she was honoured with The Award for Teacher 
of the Year in a Primary School 2015, for the exceptional 
work that she does day in, day out. 


Caroline was nominated for the award by a group of par¬ 
ents who wanted to demonstrate their appreciation for her 
work. Originally specialising in English and literacy, she 
also teaches art and music across the whole school. But it’s 
her work in maths that has been applauded with parents of 
school children raving about the exceptional ability that 
Caroline instils in the children to enjoy the subject. 

Caroline is also a mentor to colleagues both at school and 
across the county and is in great demand as a subject ex¬ 
pert, sharing her expertise and successful strategies with a 
wide range of fellow professionals. 

Parents and colleagues said they are very fortunate to 
have Caroline at the school. 

On being presented with the award, Caroline said: 
“When you’ve been teaching for a long time it’s very nice 
to be recognised like this, but I think this is more a reflec¬ 
tion of several factors. I think it’s a reflection of the com¬ 
munity, the teachers, the children and the parents who all 
offer each other fantastic support. It’s as much their award 
as it is mine. Although it is always lovely to win some¬ 
thing.” 


The awards were announced at a glittering ceremony at 
London’s Royal Opera House, hosted by TV historian Dan 
Snow. 

In all, 11 Gold Plato winners were selected across the 
UK, chosen from thousands of nominations made this year. 

Oscar Winning actress Emma Thompson, President of 
the Teaching Awards said: “I am genuinely proud and ho¬ 
noured to be the president of the teaching awards. I owe 
so much of what I’ve done to my fantastic teachers at 
school and university and it is exciting to join in celebrating 
what is probably the most important profession of them 
all.” 

Rod Bristow, President of UK and Core Markets, said: 
“Great Teaching makes the biggest difference to learning. 
Great teachers support young people, but they need and 
deserve our support so they too can express the vital con¬ 
fidence they give to young people. That’s why I’m proud 
of the Pearson Teaching Awards and thrilled to be joining 
the celebrations. We are celebrating all these excellent 
teachers across the country who work tirelessly to change 
lives every day.”

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Young actors shine in WWI 
inspired play

HE village of Payhembury has formed the 
backdrop to an ambitious theatre production 
performed by the Tale Valley Community The- 


The local amateur theatre group performed “They 
Dream of Home”, a play written and directed by John 
Somers and inspired by WWI soldiers from Payhem¬ 
bury. And unusally the play was performed not on a 
stage, but in and around the village as a “promenade” 
performance. 

The lead roles were all played by young people. 
Catherine Davies, who attends Uffculme School, 
played Gwen, a village girl who began to show affec¬ 
tion for Bertie, a village youth played by Caius 
Nicholas, who attends The King’s School, Ottery St 
Mary. 

Audience members lauded his acting and his por¬ 
trayal of Bertie was described as “exceptional” and 
“outstanding”. The third young cast member to re¬ 
ceive plaudits was Mark Rose, taking a gap year be¬ 
fore drama school, who played Tom, a fellow recruit. 

Both of the male roles reflected real young men who 
were killed in WWI and whose names are on the Pay¬ 
hembury memorial. After reading the script, relatives 
of both gave their permission for the use of their rel¬ 
atives’ names in the play. 

Mr Somers said: “Thankfully, as this was an out¬ 
door, promenade production, with scenes happening 
at various village locations, the weather was fine and 
audience members were able to watch the scenes at 
close quarters. 

“Thanks to the marvellous and much-appreciated co¬ 



operation of Payhem¬ 
bury residents and pub- 
goers, the centre of the 
village was left free of 
cars and, with the 
church and its rows of 
cottages around it, the 
Green looked some¬ 
what like it did in 
1914.” 

The whole village got 
behind the production 
with many important 
scenes taking place in 
popular locations. The 
battlefield scene and 
Christmas truce was 
staged on the school 
playing field, but stag¬ 
ing a play outisde was not without its challenges. 

Mr Somers said: “The challenge was how do you 
create the awfulness of trench warfare without dam¬ 
aging the field’s surface. By a clever use of palettes, 
camouflage netting and sandbags Richard Pulman, 
Tony Treen and others constructed an excellent rep¬ 
resentation of ‘the front’. With the stylised battle 
sound effects, created by Duncan Chave and carried 
on very powerful sound equipment and with clever 
lighting, the battle was realistically created in the 
dusk.” 

Threaded throughout the performance was a fifteen- 
piece band which accompanied both the scenes where 


actors sang solos and during audience walks which 
took them from one scene to another. It was directed 
by Andy Hague who also did all of the arrangements 
for the 15 instrumentalists. 

Mr Somers said: “Because this community theatre 
company lays emphasis on maximum community in¬ 
volvement, there are too many people to mention all 
participants. This was a great team effort with the di¬ 
rect involvement of 65 people whose ages ranged be¬ 
tween 12 and 75. And the company was privileged to 
include serving marine Steven Leonard who played 
the Drill Sergeant who whipped the raw recruits into 
shape.”

THE Danish flag flew 
from the tower of St 
Mary’s church, Hemy- 
ock to welcome The 
Reverend Prebendary 
Andersen, who was 
guest speaker at the 
village harvest festival 
service. 

The Reverend 
Prebendary Anderson, 
originally from Den¬ 
mark, is now Superin¬ 
tendent Minister for 
Newport and Lower 
Wye Methodist Circuit, 
Wales. 

Attended by a smaller 
than usual congrega¬ 
tion, the church had 
been decorated under 
the leadership of Jane 
Attlee with autumnal 
flowers and foliage, 
fruit and vegetables 
with one window dis¬ 
play marking the har¬ 
vest of the sea. 

Conducted by The 
Reverend David Bur¬ 
ton, the service in¬ 
cluded well-known 
hymns and readings 
with the choir singing 
the anthem “Thou Vis- 
iteth the Earth”. 

During the service a 
variety of goods and 
produce found in the 
parish were brought to 
the front of the church 
to be blessed. This in¬ 
cluded eggs, milk, 
sheep fleece, cider ap¬ 
ples, flowers and pre¬ 
serves. 

The final contribu¬ 
tion was a selection of 
tinned and packaged 
goods, which will be 
donated to the local 
food bank, this year’s 
harvest festival charity.

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Village finally gets new hall after 15 years 


YEARS of fundraising and hard work came to fruition 
when the new Broadhembury Memorial Hall was of¬ 
ficially opened by television presenter Kirstie Allsopp. 

The whole village seemed to turn out for the cele¬ 
bration. 

Residents could try out the new facility as they were 
all invited to an evening reception with a hot supper 
and entertainment. 

Project committee chairman Richard Cluett said: 
“The recently completed new hall is splendid, and the 
first user groups - craft, painting, gardening and pilates 
- have all been very pleased.” 


The original hall was built in the 1920s, but had been 
showing signs of age for some time. 

Mr Cluett said fundraising started more than 15- 
years-ago, with about £100,000 being raised through 
local efforts during that time. 

The total cost came to about £680,000, with major 
contributions coming from The Big Lottery and Viri- 
dor Environmental grants. 

Mr Cluett also said that many people who had left 
the village since being part of the early fundraising ef¬ 
forts, returned to Broadhembury to witness the historic 
moment.

A Devon County County Council spokesper¬ 
son said: “The road will be closed overnight 
from 7pm to 7am with traffic diverted via the 
A35 and A30. 

“Work is due to be completed by Saturday, 
November 14th and will be carried out by 
Glendinning Contracting on behalf of the 
county council.”

O NE reason we put, 
“building local re¬ 
silience” in our strap 
line, I guess, is because the 
focus of our activity is local. 

But anyone watching the TV 
or any other form of news or in¬ 
formation media soon begins 
to see that similar events are 
happening all over the world. 
So it is not surprising if our 
human response, though local, 
arises from similar concerns. 

This is shown up very clearly 
in a new and unusual film that 
has just premiered in Canada 
and is on its way to the UK. It 
is unusual in that although it is 
a film about climate change, it 
actually contains some positiv¬ 
ity and hope. 

It is based on the book “This 
Changes Everything” by 
Naomi Klein, which itself is sur¬ 
prising in that it received posi¬ 
tive reviews from both the Daily 
Telegraph and the Guardian 


newspapers. 

It would be great if everyone 
wanted to read the book, but 
that is fairly hard work. So one 
way around that is to come and 
see the film. 

Over the course of 90 min¬ 
utes the film presents seven 
powerful portraits of communi¬ 
ties on the front lines; from 
Montana’s Powder River Basin 
to the Alberta Tar Sands; from 
the coast of South India to Bei¬ 
jing and beyond. Interwoven 
with these stories of struggle is 
Klein’s narration, connecting 
the carbon in the air with the 
economic system that put it 
there. Unlike many works 
about the climate crisis, this is 
not a film that tries to scare the 
audience into action, it aims to 
empower. This Changes 
Everything aims to leave you 
refreshed and inspired, reflect¬ 
ing on the ties between us, the 
kind of lives we really want, 


and why the climate crisis is at 
the centre of it all. 

And one advantage of watch¬ 
ing it in your local community is 
that, should you decide that 
you want to get involved, then 
there will be like minded local 
people and groups there so 
you can retire to the cafe bar to 
make your plans. So why not 
come and make up your own 
mind? 

The plan is to show the film at 
the Beehive Community Cen¬ 
tre in Honiton http://www.bee- 
hivehoniton.co.uk/on Tuesday 
24th November. So why not 
find some friends and come 
and make an evening of it.
